Work on the new building neces- 
sary. for the expansion of the Reid, 
Murdoch & Co. Canning Factory was 
started this week Tuesday by Con- 
tractor Kit Carson of East Jordan 
and’ will be ready for occupancy in a 
month or so. Considerable canning 
machinery. and equipment will have 
to be installed before’ the season’s 
run is started. 

The new. buiding is to be aes con- 
mate G0x225 feet, and two. stories. 
Since the set-back received by the 
granting of, injunction restraining 
Banks Township ‘from selling bonds 
voted for constructing of a factory 
building, the citizena of Banka Town- 
ship as well as_adjoining townships 
have worked ‘hard to overcome the 
obstacle.. 

As a result, the Antrim-Charlevoix 
Holding Co. has been organized and 
now has a membership of over 300.

UNKNOWN RELIGION 


Excavations in Syria Yield 
_ Evidences’ of Strange Cult 
- of Early Ages. 


Paris.—Vestiges of an unknown re 
ligion which evidently combined the 
cult of the death with the idea of fe- 
cundity are being accumulated by the 
researches. of the French mission tn 
northern Syria, it was’ declared by 
Prof. F. A. Claude Schaeffer of the 
University of Strasbourg lecturing be 
fore the Societe Ernest Renan in Paria: 

Professor Schaeffer described the 
excavations he hag superintended fot 
three seasons at Ras Shamra and 
Minet el Beida, where he hag discov- 
ered royal tombs. and the remains of 
& great religious center, dating per- 
haps from the Nineteenth century be 
fore the Christian era. 

Find Strange Languages. 

Further discoveries that are sure to 
be made in the course. of the coming 
season Professor Schaeffer hopes will 
do much to clarify the significance of 
the finds made so far, among which 
are tablets containing inscriptions ia 
several unidentified languages and 
comprising perhaps the earilest known 
efforts at poetry and llterature. 
.“Our conclusions,” said Professor 
Schaeffer, “must await further vert- 
fications, but we already know enough 
of the settlement that once existed 
there to be certain that it not only rep- 
resented a great commercial center but 
also a religious organisation. and pil- 
grimage. place of the very first impor: 
+ tance, . 


Religion Mystifies. : 

“The precise natyre of the religton 
that wns practiced and certainly ez 
pounded there we have yet to deter- 
mine from the very rich remains that 
we fre uncovering each year, At the 
present moment {t seems certain that 
it had for a basis the association of 
the cult of the dead and their burial 
In fertile earth ag the source of eter- 
na) fecundity.” : 

Professor Schaeffer described the 
large vaulted tombs at Minet el Belda, 
and the pecullar deposits of vases ex- 
humed in’ extraordinary quantities in 
the srea between the tombs. He told 
of the curfous cisterna and tiled con- 
‘duits Installed fp this area, which 
some of his auditors suggested might 
have been arranged for I!bations te 
the dead, to which the Greek custom 
of pouring Hbations might perhaps he 
traced. He then described the finding 
of frequent representations of the nude 
goddess Astarte, or the Venus of Syr- 
fan antiquity, which he believer have 
some direct bearing on the nature of 
the cult which will be revealed:by the

FREAKISH WINTER 


Caused by Solar Radiation 


‘and Lunar r Pull, He Says. : 


Washington.—A Jk theory for the freak 


weather a large part of the world has 
been experiencing has been advanced 
by Herbert J. Browne, celebrated long- 
distance weather forecaster, of Wash- 
ington. While his explanation is looked 
upon by officiaf United States weather 
bureau men as merely a theory, to 
many--persons it sounds plausible. 


Browne's systems is built upon the 


observations of a scientific man of the 


highest rating—Dr. Charles Greeley 
Abbot, secretary of the Smithsonian 
institution and discoverer of variabil- 
ity in the sun's radiation. 

Browne believes the sea reflects s0- 
far changes, gradually gaining and 
then gradually losing heat, with the 
gradual increase and diminution-in the 
intensity of radiation from the big 
luminary, through the 11.20-year swing 
which Doctor Abbot has fixed as the 
length of the cycle. ; 

Moon At@o Responsible. 

With due allowance for a Ing of 
about three years, to give time for 
ocean currents to effect a distribution 
of the waters throughout the seas, 
from.the equatorial to the most nofth- 
erly and southerly and back again, is 
the groundwork of Browne's theory. 

He also takes into consideration the 
eyclical changes !n the position of the 
moon, with what he presumes to be its 
accelerating drag upon the currents, a8 
well as its tidal uplift. 

Now the lunar cycle Is of 18.6 years. 
Thus at a given point (say in the mari- 
time area to the southeast of the Flor 
fda coast) the combination of Influ- 
ences of maximum solar radiation and 
the maximum lunar pull would be felt 
only once in 55.8 years. 

And this, says Browne, ts. just ‘the 
influence which. tn that area. recently 
has been approximating {ts climax. 

The result, he asserts, is the creation 
of barometric conditions which, mov- 
ing Inland to the northwestward, not 
only are giving mach of the country 
its peculiar warm winter but also have 
been giving tt increasingly’ pecuilar 
weather for several years pest. 

Severe Winter Felt, 

The Galf stream, under the same 
influence, has penetrated much farther 
than usual, past Spitsbergen into. 
the Arctic, where the warmer water, 
remaining at the Surface, because 
lighter, has #queexed out the colder 
water undereath, hastening its move- 
ment southward along the BHuropean 
coast and causing exceptional severity 
of the winter to fhe southeastward. 

Moreover, the winter has been a se- 
vere one in northwestern North Amer- 
fea—iIn Canada ami even, to some ex- 
tent, acrosa the border—for Pacific 
‘conditions have yeti aimilar to those: 
in the Atlantic. The severity of Pa- 
eifie coast weather has been occa-

We are lamenting the lack of game 
and yet every year we are burning 
over our game. cover. -We are com- 
plaining of the lack of work and yet 
we have destroyed the ‘timber that 
would have furnished us employment. 
We regret’ the lack of better farm 
lands in our country and yet we have 
destroyed the fertility of our soil by’ 
forest fires. We are trying to build 
up a tourist business and yet we 


have permitted fires to destroy many . | 
places of scenic beauty that would ~ . 
have attracted visitors from ~ other... 


places. 

For:one year we are eoitie: to try 
to prevent “useless” forest and grass- 
fires, that is, fires having a KNOWN: ue 
PREVENTABLE ‘ORIGIN, such as: 
A cigarette or match . carelessly 


thrown from a car or truck window; . , 


a campfire left unquenched; a brush 
burning or clearing fire left un- 


‘attended or started on a dry windy 
day and others which cause. large 
It 
CAN be done and your Conservation 
Officer is ready to spend all of his 
time in helping to do it. Here are 
some of his suggestions: . 

FARMERS, ' CONTRACTORS and 
WOODSMEN wishing to clear land 
‘must get'a permit from the fire war- 
den or towerman before starting 
brush or grass fires. Such a permit . 
is required by State law. The permit 
is free and if you are in a hurry call 
the nearest tower or fire warden by 
telephone and tell him where, what 
and when you are going to burn. 

SMOKERS should install ash re- 
ceivers in. their car and get in the 
habit. of using them.

The campfire should 
‘be surrounded by a trench of earth 
to prevent its breaking out. 

‘FISHERMEN,-. HUNTBRS~ and 
BERRY-PICKERS should be = ex- 
tremely careful with fire in the 
woods. - Carelessly tossed matches, 
cigars, cigarette butts and pipe heels . 
caused 39 per cent of all of our for- 
est fires last year. 

Your conservation officer is not 
asking you to spend either time or 
money. He is only asking that you 
give him your co-operation by being 
careful with fire in the woods. If we - 
all do this our days of forest fires are 
gone.

Buffeted by Fortune: 

When the papers announced the 
other day that a man rfamed Leo 
Melanowski was living in the home of 
the Little Sisters of the Poor in a 
Middle West city, it didn't sound e&- 
pecially {iteresting—unless you read 
on and learned about the man's back- 
ground, 

For Melanowski was one of the big 
men in the‘early days of the automo- 
bile industry. Three decades ago he 
was considered probably the best au- 
tomotive engineer in the country. As 
a matter of fact, some men still feel 
that way about, him. 

‘At one time Henry Ford. asked him 

fora job. He guided the early de- 
velopment of the motor industry; he 
once held five shares of. Ford stock, 
which, if he had held on to ft, evould 
have netted him more than a million 
and a half in cash io 1919. 
"But today he lives in the home of. 
the Little Sisters of the Poor; and the 
whole story emphasizes the prodigal 
way in which business, Hike life” in 
general, uses human talent in order 
to get the results it wants. 

Melanowski is not the only. one of 
the: early giants of the automobile 
trade to wind up in poverty. 

David Buick died almost penniless 
in Detroit a few years ago, R.€.

. roughage such Ais silage or souked. beef 
pulp and. give two or three doses of 
| Epsom salts tu the “guilty” cows. Re 
' ducing the amount of grain may also 
help, he says. The enzyme cnn he de- 
stroyed by boltling the milk as soon as 
possible after. milking, 

“Perhaps the best way to discover 
which cows are responsibte is to take 
about a half pint of milk fromi each 
animal, place it in individual clean 
jars, and. keep it tn a warm room at 
abour 70 degrees temperature for a 
least 24 hours, Examinaticn-of each. 
sample at the end of this period should 
indicate the cows that are producing 
the troublesome product. 

Examination of samples. indicates 
that the Abnormal flavor and odor were 
not due to ordivary souring, As a rule 
the trouble has occurred {n smal! herds 
of five or six cows. Certain cows, 
usually well advanced in lactation and’ 
due to calve soon, are to blame. 

In some. instances a cow may give 
milk containing an abnorma) amount 
of ash or minerals, with a resulting bit- 
ter taste. In -most cases, however, the 
abnormal flavor and: odor are due to 
an excessive: amount of the enzyme, 
lipase, in ‘the mits-A~smail quantity 
_of .this is found in. normal :milk.—

for Variation in Gains 

It has. been expertinentally demon- 
strated that dairy heifers liberally fed 
during the winter, making gains con- 
siderably above’ normai, wil) make 
gains considerahly below normal the 
followitg summer on grass. Why 
this is so Do one seems to have given 
a satisfactury explanation. 

This fact was clearly deinonstrated 
hy the results of feeding trials. re- 
ported cerently by the West. Virginia 
station. In four comparisons of three 
groups of, heifers (one group for two 
pasture sexsons) that were self-fed 
grain, and given free access to rough- 
age, the average winter gain. was 
316.5. lbs, per head, whereas the same 
heifers gained only 85.2 tbs. per head 
on pasture..

On April 22, the dute on which Nebraska ceie- 
brates Arbor day, the fame of one of her dis 
tinguished citizens went far beyond the borders 
of that stite. For April 22, 1982, was the cen- 
tennial of the birth of the “Father. of Arbor 
Dany" and a special commemorative stamp is- 
sue by the United States government, /as : well 
as special observances of the day tn many parts 
of the country, recalled to all Americans their 
debt of gratitude to J. Sterling Morton. 

Morton was born in Adams, Jefferson county, 
N. Y., on April 22, 1882. When he was two years 
old his parents moved to Michigan and there 
he grew up, uttending a priyate school in Mon- 
roe and then a Methodist seminary in Albion, 


In 1850 he entered the. University of Mfchigah- 


and remained there for most of the course, 
but withdrew in his senlor year. and was’ grad- 
unted from Union college in his native state 
in 1854, 4 

In the same year he’ was married to a Mich- 
igan: girl and the young~ couple decided ‘to “go 
‘West and grow up with the. country.” They 
settled first. at. Bellevue in the territory ‘of Ne- 
braska, but moved later to what is now. Ne-

The result was that. at a meeting of the state 
board of agriculture on January 4, 1872, Morton 
introduced a resolution setting aside April 10 


for tree planting so that Nebraska’ would be a 


“treeless state’ no longer. More than a million 


trees were planted that year and several mil- ‘ 


lion ‘more during the. following years. 


In 1885 the Nebraska legislature, wishing to ~ 
further honor the man who had originated the: 


idea of Arbor diy, passed an act changing the 
date of {ts observance to April 22, Morton’s 
birthday, and making {it a tegal holiduy in that 
state. In 1893 Morton. entered the cabinet of 
President Graver Cleveland as secretary of agri- 


--eulture, remaining in office until 1897, 


By 1895 the Nebraska legislature was able to 
proclaim to Nebraska's. sister states that hence 
forth she was to be known as the “Tree-Planter 
State’ because this commonwealth, which had 
once been--so markedly destitute of this form 
of verdure, now had more than 700,600 acres 
plainted in-trees.
